Hurricane  Hazel , Firebug 
Keep  Area  Firemen  Busy 

LAST  WEEK  WAS  ONE  of  the  worst  in  Saxonburg  Volun- 
teer Firemen's  21-year  history,  and  Buffalo  Twp.  Firemen  cele- 
brated their  first  anniversary  with  a baptism  of  fire  and  flood. 

The  first  hint  of  trouble  came  at  3:45  Monday  morning,  when 
both  companies  were  called  to  a fire  which  destroyed  a home 
near  Ekastown.  When  the  flames  died  down,  the  firemen  believed 
the  origin  of  the  blaze  was  suspicious  and  called  in  state  police. 

At  6 Tuesday  morning,  their  worst  fears  were  confirmed 
when  a second  blaze  broke  out  in  the  same  area.  This  fire 
definitely  pointed  to  arson.  All  day  Tuesday,  officials  of  both 
companies  worked  with  police  trying  to  determine  who  was  start- 
ing these  blazes  and  setting  up  a proposed  all  night  watch  for 
that  evening.  Before  this  vigil  got  under  way,  a third  blaze 
destroyed  a garage. 

Saxonburg’s  chief.  Aaron  Bachman,  the  assistant  chiet,  Rel- 
don  Cooper  and  Buffalo’s  chief,  Sam  Westerman,  with  area  resi- 
dents spent  the  night  patroling  the  area  with  loaded  guns,  pro- 
tecting the  property  and  lives  of  Ekastown  residents. 

* * * 

THE  WORRY  AND  WATCH  continued  throughout  the  week 
and  when  the  firemen  slept,  it  was  with  one  ear  open  for  the 
siren  which  fortunately  didn’t  blow. 

Just  as  the  firemen  were  feeling  that  they  could  relax  and 
the  danger  of  fires  was  over  for  the  present,  Friday  arrived  bring- 
ing Hurricane  Hazel’s  downpour.  As  the  rains  increased,  so 
did  the  calls  for  help. 

Cellars  in  Saxonburg  and  Sarver  were  flooded,  bringing 
further  property  loss,  and  the  firemen  were  again  in  business. 
Sam  Westerman  went  without  any  sleep  for  48  hours  and  many 
others  did  without  their  rest  to  help  those  in  need.  In  Saxon- 
burg, Mr.  Bachman  was  receiving  the  same  calls  for  aid.  to 
bail  out  cellars  and  rescue  farm  animals  threatened  by  flood 
waters.

WHEN  THINGS  WERE  UNDER  control  in  the  borough, 
Bachman,  in  response  to  an  urgent  plea,  took  the  Saxonburg 
ambulance  to  Butler  to  aid  firemen  and  police  there.
